Miniſters of Scot/and, in this time of eriall, whileſt ſome, under ſpecious pretences, fwerved 
from that Duty and Allegiance they owe to Us. And becauſe ſuch, who ;by the coun- 
tenance of Ulſurpers, bayc diſtarbed the Peace of thatOQur Church , may alſo labour to create Jealouſfies in © 
the mindes of well meaning people; V Ve have thought fit by This, to affure you, that, by the grace of God, 
VVe do reſolve to diſcountenance Profanity, and all!Contemners and Oppoſers of the Ordinances of the 
Gospzt, VVe do alſo reſolve to Protea and Preferve the Government of the Churchof Scotland, as it is 
ſettled by Law, without violation; and to countenance, in the due exetciſe of their Functions , all ſuch Mini- 
ers who ſhall behave themſelves dutifully and peaceably, as becomes men of their Calling. Ye willalſo take 
care, that the Authority and Acts of the Generall Aſſembly at St. Andrews and Dundee, in the Year, 165 I, 
be owned and ſtand in force, untill //e ſhall call another Generall Aſſembly ( which Y/e purpoſe to do afſoon 
as Our Affairs will permit ) And /Ve do intend to fend for Mr. Robert Dowglaſſe , and lome other Miniſters, 
that YVe may ſpeak with them 1n what may further concern the Afﬀairs of that Church. And as Ye are very 
well ſatisfied with your reſolution not to meddle without your Sphere; So //e. do expect, that Church-judica- 
tories in Scotland, and Miniſters there, will keep within the compaſle of their Station, meddling only with macters 
Eccleſiaſtick, and promoting Our Authority and Intereſt with Our Subjects againſt all Oppoſers; And that

they will take ſpeciall notice of all ſuch, who, by pruxching, -c private Conventicles, or any gcher yay, tranſereſſe 
WKenic of toner Calling, by endeavouring to corrupt a people, or ſow ſeeds of difaffedion to {as 2M Z 


Government. This you ſhall make known to the ſe rall an ny within that Our Kingdom: And as 
Ie dogive affurance of Our favour and encouragment you, and to all honeſtdeſerying Miniſters there ; So 
Weearneſtly recommend it to you all, thatyou be carnefin;your Prayers, publick and privat, te Almighty God, 
who is Our Rock and Our Deliverer , both for Us anſfor Our Government, That Je may have freſh and 
conſtant ſupplies of his Grace, and che right improvemeſof all his Mercies and Deliverances , Tothe honour of 
his great Name, and the peace, ſafety and benefitof all @rKingdoms. And ſo Webid you heartily farewell,
